parent's consent before she can marry* 

b, ’Dk e parents will not oonsent to the marriage, 

o. Should you attest to marry the girl without the oonsent of the parents, 
the Greek polios will be faroed to arrest you* 

d, Tour arrest will result In a public trial which most certainly will 
sentence you to at least two years in prison, 

e, Should you haie remained in Greeoe without attempting to marry the girl, 
you would have been arrested any way for having been involved with a minor* 

f , The Greek Government will not permit you to marry because you are not 
legally divaroed from your first wife, 

g, 3bs Greek Gove r nment will not permit you to re-enter Qreeoe,
